>that RTTY stations would hear CW activity unless they crank open the 
>bandpass and listen before transmitting - what a novel thought? 7A)

CW doesn't have tone frequencies. If a CW station is on 7040 and an RTTY 
station is also on 7040 (his shift will move this 170 hertz), then the RTTY 
guy is gonna hear the CW guy, assuming he's monitoring the received audio. 
The RTTY is gonna hear the CW guy with a pitch of about 2100 Hz, same as the 
pitch of the RTTY he's looking for. 


Also, a few folks politely informed me that in EU they only have up to 7100, 
so they have to go lower with their RTTY and other digital.

With all this chit chat about atomic clocks, I just thought I'd pass along 
another nifty product from the fine folks at NIST. Go to 

http: //www.boulder.nist.gov/timefreq/javaclck.htm with a java-capable 
browser, and it will sync up with your computer's internal clock, and 
display NIST time (close enough for common purposes, stated as +/- 1 
second) along with your computer's time. Adjust your OS clock, reload the 
page so it can get re-synced, and see how close you came. It's so handy I 
have it as a "personal bookmark" in Netscape, so that it's always available 
with just one click. 


Also at that same URL, in the boxes at the bottom of the page are 2 
different software routines you can download (yes, for free) and run on 
your computer. One works by dialing up an NIST server directly, while the 
other gets its NIST time via the internet. It figures out how much your 
clock is off, and asks you if you want to update it. Heck, it's even 
easier to use than the java clock!

Doublet is an OT name for a dipole, and still fairly common the the British 
world. I have some idea that a dipole is a "Special case" of the doublet, and 
technically means a resonant antenna. In practice, if someone says dipole one 
tends to automatically think in terms of a resonant dipole. But if you feed 
your dipole with ladder line and operate on other bands than the physical half- 
wavelength, it might be more accurate to call it a doublet than a dipole. 
Splitting hairs, probably.

Gang, 

Today's solar flux was 122, and it appears we are at the bottom of this 
solar rotation ... meaning the solar flux should start climbing over the 
next couple of days. The maximum for this solar rotation (about 2 weeks 
ago) was kinda anemic, not even hitting 200 ... while the rotation before 
hit 251. Plotting the 28-day solar rotations, it appears every other 
rotation is quite "hot." If this continues, this means the upcoming 


solar rotation could be the "hot" one with the solar flux going well above 
200, peaking about 2 weeks from now. So the next 3 weeks has good 

promise of providing good DX propagation on 20M and above. Spend plenty 
of time on 15 and 10M! 


THE GEOMAGNETIC FIELD has been active with periods of minor storming this 
week due to coronal holes. Currently, there are two coronal holes near 
the center of the sun, meaning their outward spray of particles will 
likely continue to hit the earth over the next few days, keeping our 
magnetic field disturbed. This basically means 40M will be noisy with 
crashy static bursts over the weekend. 


Coronal holes are difficult to predict. Hopefully, the current ones will 
rotate out of earth's range shortly with no others cropping up, to make 
conditions next week quiet on the low bands, and the increased solar flux 
will make propagation good on the high bands. This will make excellent 
conditions next 2 weeks or so on all HF bands .... once the coronal holes 
clear out and the solar wind declines back to normal velocities. 


In short, the next 3 weeks should be a good time for QRP on all bands.

Hello Dave, 

I don't really have any definition off the top of my head for A and B 
keying, but here is what I know, 

Both A and B mode keying is used with Iambic baddles. For both A and B 
mode keying, when both paddles are squeezed, it gives string of dits and dahs 
together ( -.-.-.-.-.-.). Now with A mode keying, when you let go of both 
paddles, the characters stop sending the string of alternating "dits" and 
dahs".. 

With mode B keying, the same string of both characters occurs, but 
instead of the characters stopping Right when you let go, it adds One more 
character in the series. To give you an example, if you were to squeeze both 
paddles at the same time in A mode, just enough to get the letter "K" ( _._ ) 
and you release the paddles, that would be the end of the letter, however in 
mode B, If you were to sqeeze the paddles the exact same length to made a "K" 
(in A mode), it would add one more character, so it would be _._. which is a 
"C". I hope I havent totally confused you yet :) 

I think that the most preferred is mode B, but I know quite a few people 
that also use A. It seems as though with B mode keying, the sending is a bit 
smoother and you have more time inbetween "sqeezing" 

Most keyers that are on the market now let you switch between both modes, 
so it isn't much of a problem today, but the older keyers I am not sure 
about. I have used old keyers that are both ways, but usually you arent able 
to switch between modes. 

I think that just about every new rig today uses B mode keying, but some 
allow you to switch. 

I hope I havent completely boggled your mind. i just got off of 40 
meters and all of the QRM has been screwing with my head :) 

If you've got anymore questions, I suggest you post them to the list, as 
there are MANY other people more qualified to answer questions such as this 
one than I. 

Maybe we could ask Ed, W6EW who has been experimenting with this topic!

Names don't seem to carry much meaning anymore. For my two cents worth, I 
had always understood the following: 


Dipole - A halfwave length antenna. It doesn't have to be fed in the center 
but that is what people usually think of. The name "dipole" refers more to 

it's electromagnetic properties then to how many wires it has or to where it 
is fed. 


Doublet - An antenna fed in the center, any length. A good example of this 
would be a 130 foot flat top wire fed in the center and used on all bands. 
Usually Old Timer terminology. Nowadays it is more in vogue to use a "G5RV" 
or some other incarnation of the doublet.

Guys here is the status of the Third World NC20 distribution. 100 kits have 
been sent to George, G3RIJV, and 73 have arrived.

I know that you are anxious, but I guarantee you that 
every one of the 500 kits will be shipped to George and will be distributed. 


By the way, a huge thank you to Dave Adams, Dave Fifield and Carolyn Fifield 
for help ing with the last kitting party. 


That is all the information that I have at this time on the NC20 Third World 
kits. Guys, please be patient, it is going to happen, but these 
distributions are very sensitive and have to be handled just right.

In the eighteenth edition of Bill Orr's "Radio Handbook", chapter 21, 
‘Antennas and Antenna Matching', the term 'doublet' is used to mean 
any half-wave horizontal dipole, no matter how or where it is fed. 


The term 'tuned doublet' refers to a half-wave dipole fed at the center 
with 'spaced feeders'.... 


The term 'standard doublet' refers to a 75 ohm twinlead center-fed 
half-wave dipole. 


He shows the Zepp, Hertz and stub fed half-wave antennas end-fed, 

and about any feed method of center or off-center fed half-wave antennas 
including: tuned doublet, half-wave stub-fed, quarter-wave stub-fed, Q-fed, 
four-wire line-fed, twinlead fed, twinlead "folded dipole", 2-wire doublet or 
"folded dipole", delta-matched doublet, standard doublet, co-ax fed doublet, 
and off-center fed (No 14 wire). 


The length of the end-fed antennas is 1/2 wavelength (for the Hertz this 
includes the feedline length). 


The length of the 'folded dipoles' is 1/2 wavelength times .94. 


The length of all of the other center-fed or off-center-fed dipoles 
is 1/2 wavelength times .95. 


(Now, where is that little rinky dink wavelength symbol on my 
keyboard?? :-) ) 


The fourth edition of the RSGB " The Radio Communication Handbook" 
does not seem the use the term 'doublet' in chapter 13 "H.F. Aerials".

Hear hear!!! Better yet, run FreeBSD with the kernel PLL sync 
compiled in i.e. PPS_SYNC (see LINT) so it will sync to the 

1 PPS pulse signal from a Motorola UT+ Oncore GPS board. I 

use an interface kit board from TAPR which converts the GPS's TTL 
Signals to RS-232. It was easy to put together with a soldering 
iron and drilled out an enclosure for the DB9 connector, 13.8V 

DC power jack, BNC connector for the GPS active antenna (1575Mhz), 
front panel power switch and LED for the 1 PPS pulse. The ntp v4.0 
distribution from udel (www.ntp.org) has a refclock driver for the 
Motorola Oncore GPS, works great connected to my system via RS232 


DB9!!! Pin 10 on the DBY goes high on the 1 PPS pulse and the 
tx/rx pins are used by the driver to talk to the board using the 
Motorola binary protocol.

Otherwise, we'd all be at ever Pacificon, Hamcomm, 
Atlanticon, Celticon, and "name your convention" just like you. 


Have you ever even considered creating a hypothetical situtation 
where EVERYONE in QRP Land lived in Pacificon, USA?? I wonder 
what the turn out would be THEN? 


> When was the last time you put together 300 copies of a 100 
> page compendium? Or wrote an article for one of the journals? 


When was the last time that you are any other club member ASKED 
if I or others would like to help in this endeavor???? 


> Or stuffed a million resistors into bags, night 
> after night for a measley $25, virtually the exact cost of the parts, 
> only to get constantly criticized about how rich you're getting. 


See my previous statement. 


>It's amazing there's anyone left doing this stuff. 


If NorCal wants me to put a few together, I'd be GLAD to do it! Ship 
me a couple of hundred, I'll put em together and ship them back, 

and y'all can handle the shipping to the doors, unless you want me 

to take care of that, too! That's as much as I can give right now. 
Maybe when I retire -- if I ever retire -- I'll give see if I can lend 
a hand or two. This is the BEST that I can offer at this point in 

my life. 


>3) The QRP events are a unique part of this hobby. Each one has it's own 
> personality and character. Dayton, AtlantiCon, HamCom, PacifiCon, 
WwhateverCon. FDIM/Dayton has their gig. AtlantiCon has theirs. 
PacifiCon has theirs. Attend the one(s) you like, and don't attend 
the ones you don't like, but for pete's sake, quit throwing rocks at 
the hard work people put in to putting on these events. 


VVV NV 


Sometimes you have to pick up a rock or 3 to get someones attention. 
MANY others and I have asked if conpendiums were going to be available 
to the general public. We've always gotten the same answer. "No. Not at 
this time. We're using it as bait to draw people to the conference." 


IMHO, all these conpendium problems started when someone got 

the bright idea -- LOL!! NOT!!!! -- to not make the entire conpendium 
available to the general QRP population and use it as bait. This is a 
take off from PROFESSIONAL conferences held in the technical 
community and other schools of thought.

I agree with you here, Paul. 


>4) Speaking for PacifiCon, how is Doug or anyone making a bunch of money 
> off the compendiums or the TT2/MRX kits or whatever when the attendance 


> to PacifiCon (and most of the other QRP events) are FREE? The only 
> money being SPENT is the guy who's paying for the gig so you can have 
> it all for free. 


I didn't say that Doug or any QRP group was making a ton 

of money off of conferences. I said that they get a kick out 

of "bringing in a group of QRP folks" that are paying 

an entry fee to the club or organization that's putting on the 

entire show. Maybe I didn't make ths clear in my earlier post 

and had a senior moment when I was writing my first message, 

and if that's so, then I apologize for the profusely for the confussion. 


BTW, I didn't mean any of this as a personal attack on Doug!

I do a lot more for QRP than you realize, Paul, although I'm 

not in your league by a long shot!

Gang, 


I had grand intentions this morning of getting up before the chickens & 
playing radio. I figured that 10m might be open (which it was . 
eventually) & that I'd have some fun. 


Last night I was listening to beacons. (Somewhere back in the late 
60s/early 70s QST reviewed the Ten Tec Argonaut. The reviewer wrote 
something about the Argonaut not being a "toy radio," whatever that 
means. I was hearing stuff on the K2 as easily as I could hear it on the 
TR7 . . . so the beacons made an interesting comparison vehicle.) I heard 
a VE7 and an LU beacon (wrote ‘em down in the shack & don't have the 
paper with me now in the house) & a couple USA beacons going strong. Even 
with the line noise. 


So a while ago I worked ZF2SO & CO8LY on 12m, which at this hour was 
pretty easy, everyone else having gone off to some contest on 10m & all 
that. 


And some folks gave me hints about fiberglass tubing & one person sent me 
a link to "BandMaster," at which site I found everything I need except 
for them little T-shaped things that I need to make the next generation 
of beam stuff out of. I figure I can use the ones at the hardwarestore, 
even if they're supposed to be for pipe & all that. So I figure I can put 
one of these wild ideas in the air for about $65 & some, not counting 
whatever hardware I have to replace from the previous experiment. 


It would be cheaper to use PVC pipe, but I'd rather not have to mess with 
watching it get bent in the sunlight or whatever.

I'd like to have a beam up before the band 
really get good -- which is usually most of the time or something -- but 
I have to balance that against becoming obsessed & not having the tower 
up there any more & all that. 


Maybe I'll read about the generative mind some more.

Hey guys, the guy from Idaho, old Niel, has something here. I took some 8 
conductor ribbon cable and did the following. Measured off a 3 foot piece. 
(This is just a test of the hypothesis that Niel posted yesterday) Cut the 
middle six conductors out for a length of 6 inches, left 1 inch solid, then 
cut another 6 inch window, etc. Will then pull the wires out of the 1 inch 
piece of cable that is solid so there is no capacitive effect, thanks Dave 
Fifield for pointing that out to me on the phone. Dave suggested there 
might be a capacitive effect, I thought of pulling out the wires one 
conductor by conductor. Anyway, I am going to pursue this one. We may have 
discovered a cheap and easy QRP Ladder line to use to feed the NorCal 
Doublet. By the way, thanks to all who emailed descriptions of a doublet. 
All were well done. And, they confirmed what I thought was a doublet, just 
wanted to double check. If this ladder line works, I can see revision 1A of 
the NorCal Doublet coming up. 


Niel, how about making a 10 foot piece of this ladder line and doing some 
testing on it. What is the impedance? What is the loss in 10 ft. compared 
to: 


2 conductors alone, side by side (from ribbon cable) 
RG174 

RG58 

RG8X 

RG8 

300 ohm ladder line 

450 ohm ladder line 

light gauge TV 300 ohm twinlead 

heavy duty foam insulated 300 ohm twin lead 

common zip cord 


Anyone else want to do some measurement and report back to the group. Ok, 
gotta get back to kitting toroids. Have 200 kits done, and will deliver 
that many for sure to Jim tomorrow at the NorCal meeting, the goal is to 
have 300 done, and looks like I'll reach that easily.
